A M ystbriocs Mcrdbr. — A correspondent 
of the Frankfort Commonwealth states that 
some days since the body of a man was found 
in the Kentucky River near the mouth of Gil- 
bert’s Creek, in Anderson county. A chain 
was tied around the neck, and to it was at- 
tached quite a heavy rock. The body had be- 
come decomposed to such an extent as to pre- 
clude any recognition of the man by his fea- 
tures. But his clothes were identified, and 
enough was discovered to indicate very clear- 
ly that it was the body of Lefare Rout, a re- 
spectable citizen of Anderson county, who 
disappeared from his home on the night of 
the 18th of March last.

Some facts aroused 
general suspicion against the nephew, and he 
was arrested and brought beforo Judge Hick- 
man, C^sftity Judge of Anderson county, on 
barge of having committed the murder. 
Col. John M. Harlan and Jas. S. Littlcpage, 
Jr., County Attorney, appeared for the prose- 
cution, and John Draflin and Thos. II. Hanks 
for the defence. The accused was required to 
give bail in the sum of $10,000 for his appear- 

nce to answer in the Circuit Court. He has 
heretofore borne a high character in every 
respect. The deceased was universally re- 
spected. _____ 

Bfif" Mr. John J. Frazer, the vocalist, died 
last Monday in Philadelphia. He was well 
known as a tenor singer, both in England and 
in this country, and was connected with the 
popular Seguin troupe. He has resided in 
Philadelphia for several years, where he was 
a concert singer and teacher of vocal music. 
Mr. Frazer's position at one time was some- 
what high. He zobseqnentiy was tempted to 
take a very lucrative position at a small opera 
bouse and saloon in London, which injured 
bis professional career. He was a well educa- 
ted gentleman, and leaves numerous friends.

This twenty thousand pounds in London 
can be made, and is being made, the means of 
draining the South of seven hundred thousand 
dollars taxable wealth I This dreadful tribute 
we are now paying for every dollar expended 
in Eurcvpe Tor necessary foreign supplies, and 
the domestic products of the country, acting 
on sympathy with this depreciation of cur- 
rency, are sold to the Government at equally 
inflated prices. And thus, with a smaller 
civil and military establishment than the 
North, and with a more economical ad- 
ministration of affairs, the expenses of 
the Confederate Government are nearly 
double those of the United States! How- 
ever we may deceivo ourselves, we cannot 
deceive the world in regard to these facts. 
The continuance of the war for two 
or three years longer, will create a public debt 
the interest of which cannot be paid even at 
four per cent. And this state of affairs h.3 
been brought about by men who will calmly 
tell vou that demand and supply do not gov- 
ern prices, that free trade is a humbug, and 
that it is better for a young nation, struggling 
in throes of revolution to burn three hundred 
million dollars’ worth of cotton than to turn 
. it into gold. And not only are we bleeding 
at this fearful rate abroad and at borne, but 
the manufacturers of New England never 
carried on a more paying or certain trade with 
the South than they are doing now.

Will you permit one who loves his country, 
bis government, his fellow-man, and his God, 
to make a statement which can be easily sub- 
stantiated and which ought to open tbe eyes 
of the people? We have in the State o'. Ken- 
tucky three counties that ought to be reno- 
vated, viz: Hardin, Meade, and a part of 
Breckinridge. There are men living there 
who are doing more injury to the Union cause 
than ten times their number could do in the 
rebel ranks. They hold secret meetings, for 
they have a regular organization to carry out 
their treasonable purposes. Their work in 
part consists in furnishing money and horses 
to hire men to go to the rebel army, and by 
bribes and persuasion, in preventing men from 
going to the Union army. They feed and 
conceal deserters from the Union army and 
find out and then communicate all informa- 
tion that is beneficial to the rebel cause. In 
fact, everything, that can be done in a secret, 
underground way, is done by them.

UNION DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION IN MARI- 
ON COUNTY. 

The Union Democracy of Marion county 
assembled in Convention at Lebanon on tbe 
20th, to select a candidate for a seat in the 
next Legislature of Kentucky. Green For- 
rest was elected President, and F. B. Merimee 
Secretary. The house being organized, upon 
the call of districts, each district of the county 
responded. Nominations being in order, John 
R. Thomas, Esq., and Hon. 0. S. FTill were 
put in Domination. The Secretary then read 
a letter from Hon. C. S. Hill declining to be a 
candidate before the Convention, and his 
name was withdrawn; and no other gentle- 
man being put in nomination, John R. Thom- 
as, Esq., was unanimously declared the nomi- 
nee of the Convention. A committee was ap- 
inted to wait on Mr. Thomas and inform 
im of bis nomination. 

tXMr. Thomas then appeared before the con- 
vention and accepted the nomination in a short 
but eloquent and patristic speech, expressing 
devotion to the Constitution, and the Union 
as it was, and for a vigorous prosecution of the 
war, until the rebellion should be crushed and 
the Union restored; and for a rigid and faith- 
ful execution of the laws made in pursuance 
of tbe Constitution, and pledging bimself to a 
vigorous canvass. 

A resolution was then adopted requesting 
the Louisville Journal and Central Kentucki- 
an to publish tbe proceedings of this conven- 
tion; and the convention adjourned tine die.

A Bloody Record . — California has obtained 
a sad notoriety for its deeds of blood, and al- 
though the number of these has been ranch 
d( creased, still fatal affrays are common. Da- 
ring 1855 a list was kept of all the homicides 
in the State, and no list has been kept since 
that year, and therefore I refer to a time so re- 
mote for statistics. It appears, then, from the 
records of that year, that five hundred and 
thirty-eight persons died by violence. Of 
these, three hundred and fifty-seven were 
whites, one hundred and thirty-three Indians, 
thirty-two Chinamen, and three negoes. The 
number of Indians killed by the whites wa3 
no doubt much greater, for the two races were 
at war in various parts of the State, and the 
skirmishes, which almost invariably proved 
disastrous to the red men, were in many eases 
not reported in the papers. Exclusive of the 
Indians siain, there were four hundred and 
five homicides. In many instances no partic- 
ulars of the killing were given, but of those 
cases where the mode of death was well ascer- 
tained there were forty-seven executed by 
mobs, nine were executed according to law, 
ten were criminals killed by sheriffs and po- 
licemen in attempting to arrest or detain them, 
tix were foreigners killed by the collectors of 
the foreign miners’ license, thirty-two were 
killed by Indians, seventeen were killed in 
justifiable homicide by men who were com- 
pelled to defend themselves, twelve were killed 
in fights about mining claims, eight were 
killed in fights at gaming-tables, sixteen were 
murdered for purposes of robbery, and forty- 
six were found murdered under circumstances 
that did not indicate whether the motive was 
deliberate murder, sudden anger, robbery, or 
self-defence.

The Papal Government has decided to pur- 
chase the beautiful 6t»tue of Augustus, recently 
discovered in excavating the villa of the Em- 
press Livia at Prima Porta, sc veu miles from 
Rome, on the areient Flaminian Way, on a 
beautiful eminence overlooking the Tiber, the 
EurrcundiDg Campagua, and the distant am- 
phitheatre of mountains. Tbe sum agreed on 
is generally considered to be under the value 
of tbe statue, being only 6,000 sondi (£1,200), 
and no doubt ffcrcign purchttrers might have 
been found at a much higher price, but of 
course the Roman Government was entitled to 
the preference. 

The foreign trade of Japan increased consid- 
erably in the year 1862. Tha value of the ex- 
ports from Kanagawa daring that period is 
estimated at 37,800,000f. Raw silk figured 
for five sixths of the entire amount, having 
increased from 12,000 bales in 1861 to 22,000 
iu 1662. The value of the tea exported is es- 
timated at 3,400,000f. The imports during the 
year 18G2 art estimated at 15,000,000,'., of which 
l,200,000f. worth consisted of lead and tin used 
in the manufacture of native ornaments.

Ebenezer Bridge, of Pomfret, Vt., has shear- 
ed, this spring, 133 pounds and 3 ounces of 
wool from seven Spanish Merino sheep, an av- 
erage of 19 pounds per head. The heaviest 
single fleece was 30 and 2-16 pounds from a 
three year old buck.

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StirriDg Hews to be Hourly Expected 
Progress of the War in the South! 
Heavy Cannonading at Port Hudson! 

(Special Despatches to the Louisville Journal.) 

Cincinnati, June 23. 

A special despatch to the Cincinnati Ga- 
zelle, dated Memphis, Jane 20, via Cairo, 
June 21, says there have been no arrivals 
from below since the arrival of the Edward | 
Walsh. Yesterday there was a considerable 
cavalry fight near Horn Lake, twelve miles 
south of this city. The force on our side was 
tbe 5tb Ohio cavalry, who met a Confederate 
force of more than twice their number. Our 
boys were compelled to fall back with heavy 
loss. The rebels did not pursue very far. 
Rumors of a vague and unreliable character 
urc circulating here to-day to the effect that 
wc may hear the din of battle ia our streets 
at almost any time. Of coarse no person 
piece, any reliance in these statements except 
those of rebel propensities. A large force of 
rebels is represented as being near this city in 
Arkansas, but this is mere surmise. The oith- 
taking is over. More than eleven thousand 
have complied and registered themselves as 
loyal citizens. 

A siecial to the Guzetts, dated Washington, 
June 22, says that the statement of the 
rebel position in this evening’s Star con- 
tains tbe following. It must be received 
with whatever credit attached to the Star’s 
sources of information; we know enough to 
aeeure us that the main rebel army is not any 
where east of the Blue Ridge; and we hare to 
add that be is marching from this direction, or 
preparing to march from this direction, on 
Pittsburg or W heeling. 

Ewell is et or about Sharpsburg, Md., in the 
Shenandoah Valley, from the Rappahannock 
to the Potomac. We feel sure there was not 
a rebel in arms on Bull Run mountain ridge 
last evening. 

The Richmond papers of Saturday have 
been received. They contain glowing ac- 
counts of the capture of Winchester, claiming 
to have taken many pieces of artillery, and 
represent it as a brilliant victory. They give 
no indication of Lee’s whereabouts, but call 
upon men above 60 and under 18 to volunteer 
for the defence of Richmond, so that every 
available man may be forwarded to reinforce 
Lee. 

The wounded soldiers are being sent north 
to make room in the hospitals here for the an- 
ticipated arrivals of wounded. 

Philadelphia, June 22. 

The Washington Star, of this evening, con- 
tiins the following special telegram: 

‘ Honocacy Junction , June 22. — The rebels 
bave certainly destroyed every Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad bridge from Harper’s Ferry to 
Cumberland, a distance of quite seventy miles, 
t bus inflicting very htavy damage on the road. 
This they have done within the last thirty-six 
hours. 

“General Kelly came up with them this 
morning at Cumberland, and drove them out 
of that town, it is supposed in thi3 direction. 
His movements have been very prompt, and 
so far successful, as he has doubtless put a 
step to the westward progress along the rail- 
road line of tbeir career of devastation. It is 
reported that heavy tiring — supposed to be in 
tbe direction of Aldie — was heard during the 
morning by workmen oa the roof of the 
Treasury building.”

Monocacy, June 22. 

I bave just returned from the Maryland 
Heights, l'he place is strongly defended. No 
rebels bave yet appeared. From immediate 
authorities ■ I have learned that the nearest 
rebels nre at Little Antietam, about sii miles 
from Harper’s Ferry. Their forco at that point 
is not large.

II AnniscuRG, Ju*e 22. * 

There is now no doubt that the enemy is 
fortifying Hagerstown. They hold tho coun- 
try between Hagerstown and Williamsport 
with at least one coiyts, probably Ewell’s. 

Millcrstown, 8 miles from Gettysburg, has 
bevn occupied to-day by a force of rebel troop- 
ere 20,000 strong. This points to a movement 
on the Northern Central road for the purpose 
of isolating Baltimore. 

Most of the moveable property that could 
be turned to rebel account was removed before 
the place was occupied. They will have to 
light for the possession. Tbe Northern Cen- 
tral Railroad communication with Chambers- 
burg is resumed. Gen. Lee is believed to have 
been baffled iu his main object of the capture 
of Washington. The progress of the cam- 
paign is watched with intense anxiety. 

Tbe enemy reoccupied Greencastle after a 
skirmish with our cavalry. No further par- 
ticulars. Gen. Couch has received ne report 
ofeasualties. Troops continue to be concen- 
trated and organized at this point. 

Harrisburg, June 22. 

Matters ere rapidly approaching a crisis. 
Great secrecy governs ail public actions, it 
would be imprudent to state what is transpir- 
ing, especially as important results are to be 
determined iu the next few hoars. 

Rebels are advancing in force upon Green- 
castle with infantry, artillery, and cavalry. 

New York, June 23. 

Richmond papers give accounts of the acci- 
dental explosion of the rebel iron-clal ram 
Chattafcoochie, with which it was intended to 
make a raid upon our fleet at Apalachicola, in 
revenge for the capture of the schooner Fash- 
ion (laden with cottou) by b;ats from the 
squadron. Twelve persons were killed and 
others badly scalded. The ship filled and 
sunk near shore, settling firmly on the bottom. 

New York, June 22. 

A Chambersburg special says a detachment 
of tbe 1st New Yctrk cavalry had a skirmish 
on Monday afternoon with some rebels two 
mile3 this side of Greencastle. We lost two 
men. 

Alter being chased from Smoketown the 
rebels prepared to make a stand at the point 
above stated, where they had infantry thrown 
out as skirmishers. 

The greater portion of the rebel force is six 
miles beyond Waynesboro’ towards Frederick. 
The rebels bave been to Quincy, Tomstown, 
and Mt. Hope. 

New York, June 23. 

New Orleans correspondence per steamer 
Locust Point state that our siege batteries had 
been open* d on Port Hudson and a continuous 
rain of shot and shell was being poured into 
the enemy’s works. Several buildings, sup- 


posed to contain commissary stores, were de- 
stroyed, and the rebels are known to be suffer- 
ing some in killed and wounded. 

An expedition bed driven away the force of 
rebels collected at Clinton. Deserters coming 
into our lines report the rebel strength at lea 3 t 
10,000, well clothed, but suffering fur food. 
25 or 30 of our men are daily added to the 
killed and wounded by the enemy’s sharp- 
shooters. 

Capt. Hart, of the gunboat Albatross, com- 
mitted suicide by blowing out his brains witn 
a pistol while in a state of insanity from fever. 

The destruction of the bark Texana, as well 
as Sennox, by the captured tug Boston, is con- 
firmed. 

Nrw York, June 23. 

A rebel telegram from Mobile dated the 17th 
says the rebels repulsed our troops 27 times at 
Port Hudson, and that aid was close at hand. 
Also, that a courier had arrived at Jackson 
from Port Hudson, who states that the enemy 
had bceD punished severely; that the garrison 
has GO days provision, and wifi hold out to the 
last. 

Jkfeerson Citt, June 22. 

In the convention tc-day Drake introduced 
a resolution providing for the election, by the 
people, of State officers, on the 6th of October 
next, to serve until the next general election, 
in November, 1864. 

A substitute was offered extending the time 
of election till November next. Ttie matter 
has been under discussion all day, but the con- 
vention adjourned without action. 

Mtetings are being held all over the State 
favoring immediate emancipation and the 
eli cl ion of State officers by the people. The 
convention unanimously passed a resolution 
for the expulsion of Prince L. Hudgins for 
disloyalty. 

N*w York, June 23. 

The iron-clad Roanoke ordered to sea proba- 
ble may bear flag to the South Atlantic block- 
ading squadron. 

Adviies from Wilmington state there was 
only one rebel brigade, Cfingman’s, there, also 
only one in Charleston. Most of the troops 
tad gone West. 

The Herald has a reDort from near Vicks- 
burg stating that Col. Hatch, of the 2d Iowa 
Cavalry, destroyed the railroad bridges from 
Lagrange to Grenada. 

Baltimore, June 22. 

A body of cavalry belonging to Couch’s 
command entered Frederick yesterday after- 
noon and drove the rebels out. It is believed 
that there are no rebels in Fred“rick county. 
Trains left this morning for Frederick anl 
Harper’s Ferry. 

Philadelphia, Jane 23. 

The Inquirer has the following on its bulle- 
tin board: A despatch was received this morn 
ing that in the incursions iulo the interior and 
in the recent raid on Cambalee, Co). Mont- 
gomery captured 720 negroes. The 7th Con- 
necticut garrisons San Augustine, Fit. There 
is one monitor at Hilton Head; the rest are at 
Stono. 

A negro regiment from Boston, 1500 strong, 
arrived at Hilton Head, Col. Dowell. 

Col. Watts is candidate for Governor of Al- 
abama. 

The Chattanooga Rebel of the 21st instant 
says Colonel Carter made another raid into 
East Tennessee with three thousand cavalry. 
They went to Lenaira Station and destroyed 
the factory of Lenair Brothers, and adjacent 
buildings, and tore up the railroad for a con- 
siderable distance.

Tiib Board of Trade. — There was another 
large, gratifying, and energetic business meet- 
ing last night, and the number of individuals 
aud turns no<v admitted to membership is 
about two.hundred and ten. Committees have 
bees appointed to direct the attention of the 
GoverLment to the distribution of its sales of 
cotton, which have been made'without regard 
to the interests of our city, aud also to devise 
means tor removing the obstructions upon 
the transportation of freight on the 
Nashville road, which have operated 
So disadvantageous!}' to our business in- 
terests. C. M. Wheat, Esq., has been elected 
Secretary and Treasurer, and will devote his 
entire time and efforts to the interests of the 
Board and the trade of our State and city. 

It is asuijeetof great congratulation that our 
business men have at length awakened to a 
sense of the (necessity of effectively organiz- 
ing a Board of Trade, and the association is 
now placed on such a footing that its means of 
usefulness will be assured, and we shall have 
an authoritative exponent of our wishes 
and a prelector of our interests. There is 
no doubt that the Chambers of Commerce of 
St. Louis and Cincinnati have diverted from 
their cities many of the evils under, which 
Louisville has so disastrously suffered, and in 
the future our Board of Trade will exercise a 
similar vigilance on our behalf. The silence 
of our city, broken only by individual com- 
plaints, seems to have been misconstrued by 
the officers of the Government, and conse- 
quently our wants have not been relieved. 
There is no indisposition to do full justice to 
Louisville on the part of any official. Our 
Beard of Trade has already exerted its in- 
fluence, and obtained assurances that our city 
shall be amply provided with freight facilities. 
Under this cheering aspect of affairs we can- 
not but again congratulate Louisville upon 
the reanimation which the strong rally to the 
support of this association so cheeringly beto- 
kens. 

Oor City's Dkfknck. — A friend in whose 
judgment we have great confidence thinks we 
overestimate the dangers of rebel raids upon 
our city, and that there is no necessity for 
such action in preparing for its defence as we 
have suggested. Let us reason the matter a 
little more. We have deemed it our duly to 
arouse the military authorities of the State to 
the defenceless condition of Louisville, aud it 
cannot be denied that no other city of half its 
importance and exposed to half the danger 
that menaces this city is left thus defenceless. 
That the military authorities fully appreciate 
this danger is evidenced by the fact that their 
ordnance stores, provisions, bakeries, &c., 
have been removed to the other side of the 
Ohio river. Can any plausible reason 
be offered for this neglect? Will it be 
contended that there is no danger of 
an attack upon Louisville? If so, where 
is the danger to Cincinnati, and why has it, 
protected naturally by a broad, deep river in 
its front, .been so thoroughly fortified? Why 
are two regiments of heavy artillery being en- 
listed to man the fortifications around Cincin- 
nati if no danger exists? Itdoesexist. Bragg 
may play over again the game of last fall, and 
with better success. There was nothing then 
but their own want of confidence that pre- 
vented the rebels under Kirby Smith from cap- 
turing and sacking the city after the defeat of 
our forces at Richmond, in Madison county. 
Their pickets and scouts were in sight of our 
steeples, and we defenceless. It is enough to 
make the heart «ick to recall the scenes of 
•those days; women and children flying, they 
knew not whither; men wandering about the 
streets, not knowing how or where they could 
do anything for the common defence; groups of 
soldiers chasing negroes and white men aud 
marching them out to dig up and destroy 
Cave Hill Cemetery with worse than useless 
rifle-pits; and all this fearful demoralization 
and panic because our military commanders 
had failed to provide for the defence of the 
city, and turned a deaf ear to ail appeals upon 
the subject. Well, the storm passed for the 
time. Buell and his veterans arrived, inter- 
posed themselves between us and danger, and 
we were saved. Surely after such a lesson, 
it would be thought that the proper authori- 
ties could no longer neglect the defences of so 
important a point. Nine months have rolled 
by and nothing has been done. The Govern- 
ment stores have been removed beyond tho 
Ohio, so that the city can be abandoned on a 
day’s notice to the tender mercies of a rebel 
army, one day of whose occupation would 
cost our citizens more treasure than would for- 
tify five such cities. 

We learn that an engineerof General Bum- 
side s staff has examined the ground and re- 
ported that it is easily rendered defensible 
against any force that can'be sent against us. 
This sets at rest the senseless excuse we have 
heretofore heard so often, that LouisvUle is 
not susceptible of being fortified. We there- 
fore reiterate our suggestion to our citizens to 
hold a meeting and appoint a committee to 
wait upon General Burnside, and, if necessa- 
ry, upon the President ‘himself, and demand 
that we shall receive at least the same protec- 
tion which is granted to Cincinnati and other 
cities leas exposed than Louisville. If this 
fails, lot us take up the matter ourselves and 
fortify the city at our own expense, trusting 
to the justice of the next Congress to remu- 
nerate the city for any outlay necessarily 
made. But, says our friend, it would be a 
useless expenditure of time and money. Per- 
haps so; but a grain of precaution is worth a 
ton of care. The rebels have avowed the 
policy of making raids, and we have previous- 
ly shown that they were stimulated in this de- 
termination by the hope ofobtainingassistance 
in the loyal .States. The Richmond Enquiror, 
hardly a month since, declared with emphasis 
that if the rebel troops “should, this summer, 
appear within their borders anywhere between 
Cairo and Philadelphia, they would be hailed 
as friends by a population now pretty well 


cured of E Pluribus Unum ! Their cry would 
not be Union, but deliverance. Wait, then, 
and watch, and keep your lights burning, ye 
Knights of the Golden Circle!” Th ! s is what 
we have also to guard against; sympathy with 
the rebellion in the very mid 3 tofus, which may 
at some apparently secure moment betray us to 
our enemies. We cannot, therefore, abandon 
the hope that some energetic measures w ill be 
promptly adopted to call proper attention to 
this important subject. It has already occupied 
the attention of Gen. Burnside; he is fully 
conversant with our requirements; and we 
have no doubt that he will supply them, if the 
urgent danger which we apprehend can be 
made manifest to him. 

We have already announced that Jeff 
Davis hed revoked the exequatur of Mr. Geo. 
Mcore, the British Consul in Mobile. Tho 
Confederate State Department, through Judah 
P. BeDjamin, has written to Mason, the rebel 
commissioner in England, announcing the 
revocation and defending its policy, and in 
this missive appears the following paragraph: 
The earnest desire of this Government is to 
entertain amicable relations with ail nations, 
and with none do its interests invite the for- 
mation of closer ties than with Great Britain. 
Although feeling aggrieved that the Govern- 
ment of her Majesty has pursued a policy 
which, according to the confessions of Earl 
Russell himself, has increased the disparity of 
strength which he considers to exist between 
the belligerents, and ha3 conferred signal ad- 
vantage on our enemies in a war in which 
Great Britain announces herself to be really 
and not nominally neutral, the President has 
not deemed it necessary to interpose auy ob- 
stacle to the continued residence of British 
Consuls within the Confederacy oy virtue of 
exequaturs granted by the former Govern- 
ment. His course has been consistently 
guided by the principles which under- 
Re the whole structure of our Gov- 
ernment. The State of Virginia haying del- 
egated to the Government of the United 
States by the Constitution of 1787 the power 
of controlling its foreign relations, became 
bound by the action or that Government in 
its grant of an exequatur to Consul Moore. 
When Virginia seceded, withdrew the powers 
delegated to the Government of the United 
States, and conferred them on this Govern- 
ment, the exequatur granted to consul Moore 
was not thereby invalidated. An act done by 
an agent while duly authorized continues to 
bind the principal after the revocation of the 
agent's authority. On these grounds the 
President has hitherto steadily resisted all in- 
fluences which have been exerted to induce 
him to exact of foreign consuls that they 
should ask for an exequatur from this Govern- 
ment as a condition of the continued exercise 
of their functions. 

The rebel engineer is evidently “hoisted by 
bis own petard,” and the fallacy of the theo- 
ry. of secession stands self-detected. The Na- 
tional Intelligencer refers incidentally to the 
historical perversion which Benjamin makes in 
his argument when he assumes that the State 
of Virginia in declaring by convention, her 
8£sent (o the Constitution of the United States, 
reserved the right of withdrawing the pow- 
ers thereby delegated to the Federal Govern- 
ment, w hereas what V irginia declared was, that 
“the people of the United States,” not the States 
separately and singly, had the right to revise 
and abrogate the Constitution .then adopted. 
But, taking him on his own ground, our W ash- 
ington contemporary signalizes the logical 
fallacy of the secession theory as confessed by 
Mr. Benjamin in the reason he assigns for per- 
mitting foreign Consuls to reside within the 
“Confederate States” by virtue of the exequa- 
tur i granted under authority of the Federal 
Government. The granting of this exequatur 
to Consul Moore, says Mr. Benjamin, was an 
act done by an agent while duly authorized to 
act for the principal, and, as such, continues 
in force after the revocation of the agent’s au- 
thority. If this be so, then it follows, argue3 
the Intelligencer, on this State-rights theory, 
that “all the acts of the Federal Government, 
whether as found in the construction of forts 
or in the passage of laws under the Constitu- 
tion recognized by the seceded Slates while 
as yet they remained in the Union, ‘continued 
to bind the principal after the revocation 
of the agent’s authority.’ If the ezequatun 
of foreign Consuls remained valid on this 
ground, after the passage of a secession ordi- 
nance, the other accepted and recognized acts 
of the “agent” remained and still remain 
equally valid in point of law — Mr. Benjamin 
himself being judge. In these few words he 
cuts up the whole secession theory by the 
roots, and shows it to be an anomaly without 
any place in the political cosmos created and 
defined by the Constitution of the United 
States. It was an interpolation upon that 
system while as yet the dogma belonged only 
to the realm of political metaphysics, and the 
attempt to engraft the alien offshoot of organic 
anarchy on the parent stock of liberty regula- 
ted by law has borne the bitter fruit3 that 
might have been expected from such an uu- 
Dalural experiment.” 

#8" The integrity of the American Union 
involves the hope of all political and religious 
freedom upon our entire continent, and its de- 
stiuction would be a fatal blow to popular in- 
stitutions everywhere. This opinion is shared 
by the wise and good generally, and it had a 
forcible expression last week upon the occa- 
sion of the presentation of Henry Segur, Esq., 
to President Lincoln, as the Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of Salva- 
dor. When presenting his letter of credence, 
the Minister remarked that the President of 
Salvador had desired him to express tho deep 
sympathy he entertained for the cause of the 
American Union, and to say that it was with 
profound grief he had seen the dissensions that 
have occurred in this great Republic, but at 
the same time he has full hope and confidence 
that, in the wise administration of the great 
power which the Government possesses, the 
integrity ot the Union will soon be re-estab- 
lished on tho firm basis of our glorious Con- 
stitution. The younger Republics of this con- 
tinent, the Minister impressively remarks, 
“look with dread on whatever cause which 
tends to shake the potency of thi3 Govern- 
ment, the asylum of the oppressed of all na- 
tions; to it they look as the bulwark of their 
own independence and security against ambi- 
tious and aggressive powers, and the agents of 
reacting principles at home and abroad.” As a 
noble encouragement to our patriotic armies in 
the field, the representative of Salvador says 
further that its “President has beheld with won- 
der and admiration the vast resources whioh 
have been called forth in this sacred struggle 
for law, order, liberty, and justice, in defence 
of the Union, and to suppress civil discord, 
aud feels full faith and confidence in the ulti- 
mate triumph of the principles for which the 
brave people are sacrificing so much life and 
treasure.” It is indeed gratifying to know 
that while rivalry, jealousy of our progress, 
and the natural instincts of kingcraft iu Eu- 
rope, have developed the enmity of the effete 
governments of the old world toward us, tho 
young and vigorous republics of this new con- 
tinent are thus manifesting their sympathy 
with the United States in their hour of peril.

IxBana Invasion Not Trck.— Hon. John 
B. Brur.fr, State Senator from Breckinridge 
county, Kentucky, informs us that no robel 
forces whatever havo crossed the Ohio river in 
the neighborhood of Rome, nor at that place, 
and steadily discredits all reports that they 
hare crossed at all at any point along the 
river since Hines’s raid. We are induced to 
believe that such is the case, and that our 
Hoosier friends have bad a most unmerciful 
Stare, from which they are fast recovering. 
The New Albany Ledger, usually so "staid 
and unexcitable,” comes quietly back to rea- 
son, and breathes regularly once more. It 
says: "As we anticipated and intimated vester- 
day, the reported second rebel invasion of 
Indiana has turned out a false alarm of very 
large proportions. No rebel troops have 
crossed the Ohio into Indiana since the 
entry of Hines’s company, and the whole 
report probably originated in the attempted 
crossing into this State on Saturday evening, 
between Leavenworth and Rome, of a com 
pany of Kentucky Home Guards, who came 
over to assist in the capture of Hinds’s gang. 
They were doubtless seen attempting the pas- 
sage of the river by citizens on the Indiana 
shore, and who, uuder the influence of tlia 
then existing excitement, and without waiting 
to see whether they really got across, raised 
the alarm by reporting a large rebel force as 
buriDg actually invaded the State. All the 
treops sent in pursuit of the supposed raidem 
have returned. Colonel Maginne93 took the 
Lfgion as far down as Mauckport, where he 
became satisfied that no rebels had crossed 
into the State. Colonel Meriwether took the 
United States volunteers and Captain Knapp’s 
battery to Orleans and Paoli, they too failing, 
of course, to find an enemy. The boys were 
all spoiling for a fight, and we have no doubt 
had they found any rebels they would have 
whipped and captured them. But we are 
truly glad they had no occasion to try their 
mettle.”

We hope to 
see a revival of the excitement that existed a 
few weeks since, when an unprecedented 
uount of business was done and at mo3t ex- 
figures. We incline to the opinion, as 
do the tobacco men of thi3 city generally, 
that such will be the case. N o business so com- 
pletely monopolizes the attention of our busi- 
ness community as the tobacco trade. 

Reported Battle with Morgan. — An of- 
ficer has just arrived who reports Morgan as 
having evacuated this State and recro3sed the 
Cumberland, turning his face southward, and 
States further that Wilder’s mounted infantry, 
united with a division of Federal troop3 under 
Palmer, met him on the south side of the 
Cumberland, where a battle ensued, which 
was in progress when he left. The result was 
not yet known nor the number of rebel troops 
engaged, but our forces were amply able to 
defeat and put to flight those under Morgan. 

The male pupils of the Second Ward 
Sthoo', of which Mr. S. P. Browder is prin- 
cipal, presented that gentleman with a splen- 
did silver pitcher and two goblets, on Monday 
last. The articles bore the simple dedication, 
“To S. P. Browder, from his class of 1863.” 
The compliment, which was gracefully paid, 
was well deserved, as Mr. Browder is one of 
the most successful as well as one of the most 
popular teachers connected with our city 
schools. 

ggV’ A neither old citizen has passed away. 
Mr. William Elliott died yesterday at the 
ripe age of eighty-four years, and will be 
buried this afternoon. He was born in Lou- 
don county, Virginia, but removed to this city 
in his early manhood, and resided here nearly 
half a century.

Sentenced to be Suot. — John T. Dial, a 
resident of Campbell county, Ky., has been 
tried by court- martial in Cincinnati, on the 
charge of aiding and abetting the enemy, 
found guilty and sentenced to be shot. Din', 
it wiil remembered, was arrested several 
months ago, iu the northeastern part of the 
cour'y, in company with E. M. Grind’.e. 
They forcibly deprived Levi Dicken of two 
valuable horses, with the intention of turning 
the same over to the rebel Colonel Ciuke, of 
whose command they were members. It was 
on this charge that Dial was tried. James 
Clark Lisle, another one of Cluke’s men, has 
been tried by court-martial in Cincinnati, on 
the charge of entering the Federal lines, at or 
near Jackson’s Ferry, Clark county, Ky., in 
April last, as a spy. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to be hanged.

DEFENCE OF THE NASHVILLE RAILROAD. 

Gallatin, Tbnn., June 21, 1863. 

For several days rumors have been rife to 
the effect that the redoubtable John Morgan 
meditated an attack on this post, and was ac- 
tually advancing from the direction of Leba- 
non; consequently we have been kent in a 
continual state of ferment, coupled with the 
most assiduous endeavors to successfully 
thwart such an undertaking. Last evening 
at tattoo each man was instructed to be pre- 
pared to “fall ia” at any moment, but the 
boys had become so used to the many and 
varied rumors continually afloat that little 
alarm was felt. However, as the time ad- 
vanced to the “wee sma’ hours o’ the night,” 
and our camp was wrapped in profound slum- 
ber, we were suddenly awakened with the ad- 
monition to “fail in” as quickly as possible, 
and make our way to the fort — the enemy 
were investing the place, and were doubt- 
less already within striking distance. As if 
by magic, almost, our little garrison, consisting 
of the 129th Illinois and about four hundred 
convalescents of different regiments in the 
Army of the Cumberland, W-tS ensconced 
within the , i nr. -looking [lortals of the fort, 
where we patiently awaited the coming of 
our foe, prepared to give them a hot recep- 
tion; besides, mounted parties were sent out 
to intercept them, if possible. Well, the 
upshot of the whole matter was that, after 
waiting until the grey dawn of daylight lit 
up the eartern horizon, and the enemy still 
failing to make their appearance, the men 
were ordered back to their respective quarters, 
considerably “down in the mouth" at their 
failure to have a “brush’ with the rebs. At 
the present writing all is again quiet, and the 
Union forces under Col. Sweet still retain un- 
disputed possession of Gallatin. 

From the indications manifesting them- 
selves, it is evident that the enemy intend to 
do their utmost to impede the workings of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad at an early 
day, and thus cut off Gen. Rosccrans's only 
means of keeping his army provisioned, ia 
view of this undeniable fact, it behooves the 
authorities to go to work in earnest to effectu- 
ally protect this great and indispensable thor- 
oughfare from the incursions of the vanuals. 
Not a moment is to be lost; the prosperity and 
welfare of an entire army is placed in jeopardy 
unless the most speedy measures of the kiud 
are adopted and put into force. Although the 
road is at present heavily guarded at differ- 
ent points along the line, this is not enough, 
as the past has fully demonstrated. Adequate 
forces of mounted men should be brought into 
requisition to act as patrols along the line of 
the road, and the country adjacent to it. 
This and nothing eise will keep at bay the 
hordes of rascally ouitaws that are even now 
swarming about, bent on its destruction. I 
would not wish to be brande,d as an alarmist 
without just cause; far from it. The exigen- 
cies of the hour demand that the “powers 
that be” should be fully aroused to action in 
this matter. Let us hope that it will not be 
in vain. 

The weather is insufferably warm, and a 
sprinkle of rain would not come amiss. Yes- 
terday tho thermometer stood at 90 degrees in 
the shade.

ity, will be sent to their commands in arrest, ami 
chargi s for disobedience of orders aud absence without 
leave will be preferred against them. 

No officer Inis authority to order or permit any of 
his command to go beyond the limits of his own juris- 
diction. When the interests of the service- require an 
officer or soldier to go beyond the limits of the com- 
mand in which ho is serving, the commanding officer 
will apply, through his superior commanding officers, 
to the officer competent to give the necessary orders, 
or gi bnt the desired permission, for such orders or per- 
mission. 

If, however, any exigency should arise re juiriug au 
officer to be sent beyond the Jurisdiction or iiis com- 
manding officer without awaiting tLe time necessary 
to get ihe required authority, the commanding officer 
wi'l issuo the neccs.ary orders, aud seud immediately 
t«> these headquarters a statement of »ho case, giving 
tho reason a for tho necessity, aud his orders in tho 
case. 

To carry out the instructions of the above 
order?, all officers of the 23d Army Corp3 and 
of all commands whatsoever, who are now or 
may heieafter be in the city of Louisville, 
will, within twenty-four hoars after their 
arrival, register their names at the office of 
the Post Commandant. 

On satisfactory assurance from the officers 
thus registering their names that they are ab- 
sent from their posts or commands by proper 
and competent anthority, Col. Marc Mnndy, 
Post Commandant, will issue to them certifi- 
cates to that effect, stating by whose authority 
they are absent and the length of time they 
are permitted to remain in the city. 

Col. Mundy is also charged with the execu- 
tion of the remaining provisions of the fore- 
going extract from General Orders No. 5, and 
wiil extend these to the cases of all officers 
appearing in the city. 

Daily reports will be made from the office

Murfrbksboro, June 23. 
j Col. J. T. Wilder’s scouts hare scoured the 
country in our rear. The citizees say that 
strong forces were distributed orer the coun- 
try, and that the enemy's intentions were to 
carry off the crops. An unexpected order, 
however, precipitated a moremeat, and Mor- 
I gan’s whole ffi^ce, concentrating at Alexan- 
j drift, attempted to cro-s the Cumberland into 
j Kentucky, but were repulsed with heavy loss. 
| Our army to-day is jubilant. 

I Cur scouts confirm the report that a portion 
of Wharton's comma u i have gone to the rebel 
front. 

Deserters affirm that Bragg is seriously 
weakened by the exodus of troops Southward, 
and that a mere show or pretence retards us 
in the front to-day. 

The enthusiasm that prevails in camp to- 
day gives earnest of an inspiring confidence, 
and I firmly believe that, if the valiant army 
should be loosed, nothing in the shape of rebel 
battle lines could impede our progre 33 for- 
ward. 

Young's Point, 17, via Cairo, June 23. 

The Marine brigade, under Gen. Ellet, ac- 
companied by Gen. Moore’s, made a recon- 
noissance to Richmond, La., on the 16th, with 
twenty-three hundredPmen, drove thirty-five 
hundred rebels out of the place, capture! 
thirty prisoners, and burned the town. Our 
loss slight. 

On the 15th, at Marion, Ark., Gen. Ellet 
captured a wagon containing what purported 
to be six barrels flour aud three boxes goods, 
but on examination by the commissary it was 
found to contain orer half a million percus- 
sion caps, packed in flour boxes. Documents 
were also found implicating certain well- 
known merchants in S'. Louis as the guilty 
parties. 

Walnut Ifills, near Vicksburg, June 17. — A 
copy of a Vicksburg Whig extra, pcinied on 
wall papei, pretends togive exciting Northern 
news, putting Grant’s loss in the siege at 

40,000. 

A rebel lieutenant, captured yesterday, says 
it is Pemberton's purpose to die sooner than 
surrender. 

There was picket skirmishing at Haines’s 
Bluff yesterday and Monday, and the rebels 
were reported advancing. Our defences at 
that point are ample. 

The total casualties in McClernand’s corps 
during the campaign are 3.95G. The division 
of Gen. Blair lost 896 killed, wounded, and 
missing in the assault of tke 19th and 22d. 

The report that the rebels are fortifying the 
Biack River bridge is erroneous. There is no 
enemy within many miles of that place. 

Later, 18 th . — Correspondents from the lines 
say that unusual activity prevails. The rebels 
fire more cautiously. No news from John- 
ston. Hot work is expected. 

Mkmphis, June 22. 

Official advices from Grant to moon of the 
19th report some advantages gained by our 
forces on the 18th. The siege was progressing 
satisfactorily. 

Gen. MeCl rnand has been removed from 
the command of the 13lh Army Corps by 
Grant, and Gen. Ord assigned command in 
bis pluoe. 

Col. Misener has destroyed the railroad at 
Panola, and is on his way back. No particu- 
lars of the expedition received. 

Rebel cavalry are threatening our lines be- 
tween Memphis and Corinth, and guerillas 
are roving through the country north of this 
line enforcing the conscription and driving off 
stock. 

Memphis, June 21, via Cairo, June 23. 

The steamer Luminary, from Chickasaw 
r..j mmmmmSm tV . ni Grant to the 

18tb, arrived to-day. 

Everything is progressing finely. The ene- 
my kept up a steady lire from their heavy 
artillery, hut accomplished nothing, scarcely 
any man being injured on our side. 

Colonel Mower, in command of Miiliken’s 
Bend, made an expedition to Richmond, La., 
drove the rebels from that section, burned the 
town, end brought the women and children io 
Milliken’s Bend. 

It is stated positively that the rebels carried 
Ihe black flag with scull and cross bones in 
the recent attack on Milliken’s Bend. 

Johrston’s forces are moving toward Yazoo 
city. He will find General Grant ready to re- 
ceive him. 

The cavalry expedition eopth of here men- 
mentioned yesterday resulted in a loss to 
Major Henry of one hundred men. The main 
expedition, under Colonel Wiseuer, was a suc- 
cess. 

The rebels continue to harrass the railroad 
and telegraph between here and Corinth, but 
don't accomplish much, as our troops are al- 
ways watchful.

The following is taken from the American 
of this morning: 

A gentleman who left Gettysburg at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning informs us that 
there is no truth in the telegraphic report from 
Harrisburg of a rebel advance on that place. 
The nearest approach of rebel cavalry to Get- 
tysburg was the arrival of a small body of 
scouts at Monterey, ten miles distant, where 
they stole a few horses and retreated, evidently 
fearful of capture. 

The only force that has crossed the Mary- 
land line beyond Greencastle has been small 
bodies of cavalry scouts after horses and cat- 
tle, of which they have received a small sup- 
ply. 

Chatham, Mass., June 23. 

The fishing schooner Juliet, of Beverly, 
Captain Mallows, arrived here this evening. 
She reports having spoke the schoouer Flor- 
ence, of Gloucester, this morning about forty 
miles southeast of Chatham Lights. She had 
ou beard one hundred and fifty prisoners from 
the privateer hark Tacony, which took the 
Florence yesterday, boarded her, anl ordered 
her to New York with the prisoners. The 
Tacony burned six schooners yesterday be- 
longing to Gloucester, and three ships. 

Headquarters Army op the Potomac, ) 
June 23. j 

Mr. L. W. Buckingham, a correspondent of 
the New York Herald, was yesterday killed 
under the following circumstances: He was 

coming from Aldie with the news of the cav- 
alry fight, and when five miles below that 
place, was chased by guerillas. He pat spurs 
to his horse, which stumbled und threw him 
off, breaking his neck and killing him in- 
stantly. 

Cincinnati, June 23. 

The Tebels who crossed into Indiana on 
Sunday are not yet overtaken, and their ex- 
act whereabouts is unknown. It was reported 
that they had gone north of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi railroad, hut this is not confirmed. 

The operator at Bloomington, Ind , reports 
the encampment of 1,000 citizens, with pickets 
out, eight miles from there, and says they in- 
tend to resist the enrolment. 

Harrisbdrg, July 23, 1 P. M. 

The rebels occupied Chambersburg about 1 1 
o'clock to-day. Our cavalry pickets are now 
five miles this side of there. The troops un- 
der Gen. Knipe, which were at Chambers- 
burg, have safely fallen back to the main 
body. The authorities believe the rebels to 
be in considerable force. 

St. Louis, June 23. 

Gen. Blunt left Leavenworth on Friday 
last for Fort Scott, and will soon take thu field 
in the Indian Territory with an adequate force 
for aettve offensive operations, aud wili fight 
to achieve a department, and endeavor to 
reach Texas. 

PiTTSBcao, June 23. 

Business has been suspended a week. The 
citizens, en masse, are digging iiit-enchments 
on the surrounding hills for miles on*, encir- 
cling the city works, which are nearly fin- 
ished.

Jkffekson City, June 23. 

In the convention to-day, Governor Gamble, 
Chairman cf the Committee on Emancipation, 
presented the following ordinance from tile 
mfjority of thecommittee: 

First— That the first and second clauses of 
the twetfy-ix'h section of the third article Of 
the coustiiut on be abrogated. 

Second — That slavery or involuntary servi- 
tude, except for punishment for crims, sha.l 
cease to e xist in M issouri after the 1 h of July, 
1876, and all sieves within the State limits 
after that day are hereby declared free. 

Third — That ail slaves hereafter brought into 
the State, not now belonging to citizens of 
the Stale, shall thereupon ue free. 

Fourth— That all slaves removed by consent 
cf their owners to auy seceded State after the 
nasjego of the ordinance of secession, and 
Leieafter brought into the State by their own- 
ers. shall thereupon be free. 

Fifth — The General Assembly shall have no 
power to pass laws to emancipate slaves with- 
out the consent of their owners. 

A minority report was also submitted abro- 
gating the same clauses of the Constitution as 
above, declaring slavery abolished the 1st of 
January, 16G4, provided they and their issue 
be apprenticed to their former owners until 
July 4th, 76 requiring the Legislature tu pass 
laws regulating the relations between Sftid 
apprentie© 8 their masleri, aa*i to seeing 
tfOBiAne treatment, and the neccsiary 
education, and providing against the imparta- 
.lofi Of immigration cf any negro ur mulatto 
into the State. No future assessment of slaye 
property shall be collected, nor shall the right 
to the services of apprentices be subieotto tax- 
ation. 

A one o'clock the Convention took up 
Drake s resolution. 

Foster offered a substitute providing for the 
?lccti 9 D of Stat?_ 9 lficers by the peopte. 

Ceilings moved to amend Foster's substitute 
by requesting Gov. Gamble to return his re- 
signation aud rccontinue the discharge of his 
duties as Governor of the State until the first 
Monday in November, 1864, which, after much 
difeustion, passed— 47 to 34. 

The motion to lay the whole matter on the 
table was lost— 34 ayes, 46 nays. 

Colling’s substitute was then adopted — ayes 
51, nays 29. Adjourned.

LOUISVILLE JOURNAL 

STATEMENT OF MAJ. GEN. BUELL, 

Ili ItEYIEW OF TAB EVIDENCE BEFORE THE 
MILITARY COM MISSION. 

[COHCLUDHD.] 

The position at M unford ville is one of great 
natural strength for a Urge force. I nnder- 
Stand that it was the subject of dissatisfaction 
that the rebel array was not attacked in that 
position; but I have never heard tha-. the feel- 
ire was concurred in by the officers of higher 
rank, several of whom, distinguished before 
and since for gallant conduct, have testified 
that such an attack would not have been judi- 
cious under the circumstances. The advan- 
tage of position in favor of the enemy must 
have made the result at least doubtful, and 
even a very serious check, in the exhausted 
condition of our supplies, would have been 
disastrous. I could tlnv'e avoided the enemy 
by passing to either side of him, but I deemed 

it all important to force him further into the 
State, instead of allowing him to fall back 
upon Bowling Geceu and Nashville; and I 
matured a plan and determined to attack there 
rather than allow bam that coarse. I believed 
that the condition of his supplies would com- 
pel him to abandon his position; and I was 
very well satisfied when that proved to be the 
case. He commenced to withdraw on the 
night of the 20th, and my advauce drove out 
his rear guard, after some skirmishing, on the 
21st. The march was continued, and skir- 
mishing was kept up with his rearguard un- 
til he turned off towards Bardstowu. 

Many considerations rendered it proper to 
direct my maich on Louisville, instead of fol- 
lowing his route. The want oi supplies made 
it necessary, many of the troops being out by 
the time they reached the mouth of Salt river. 
This reason would have been insuperable if, as 
was not improbable, the enemy should con- 
centiate bis force and throw himself rapidly 
between me and Louisville. The junction of 
Bragg and Kirby Smith was not only possible 
bnt probable. Jt would have made their com- 
bined force greatly superior to me in strength, 
and such a disposition would have placed him 
between two inferior forces, which, from their 
positions, could not have acted in concert 
against him, and which, therefore, were liable 
to be beaten in detail. Cue of these forces, 
that occupying Louisville, was composed of 
perfectly raw, undisciplined aud in a mcasuro 
unarmed troops, with but very little artillery, 
and very lew officers of rank or experience. 
It could not have withstood the veteran rebel 
atmy two hours, and the consequence of its 
defeat and the capture of Louisville would 
have been disastrous iu the extreme. That 
force, however, mixed judiciously with my 
old treops, could be made to render good ser- 
vice, as the result proved. 

These considerations determined me to con- 
centrate rapidly at Louisville. The last divis- 
ion reached that point on the 29th of Septem- 
ber. On the same day the incorporation of 
the new troops with the old, and other prepar- 
ations which a long and fatiguing march of 
the old troops and the inefficiency of the new 
Tendered necessary, were completed, and on 
the morning of the 30th the consolidated army 
was prepared to march against the rebel forces 
which occupied the principal partof Kentucky. 
The campaign which ensued, and which re- 
sulted in the expulsion of the enemy from the 
State, has been sketched in my official report 
of the 4th of November, herewith appended. 
As far as the facts are concerned, the investi- 
gations of this Commission have shown, per- 
haps, that I did not make allowance enough 
for the diminution of my force by absentees, 
and stragglers from the new regiments; and 
that, therefore, I probably over-estimated my 
own strength at and after the battle of Perry- 
villo, if I did not also under-estimate the com- 
bined strength of the enemy. These investi- 
gations also give reason to believe that the ag- 
gregate loss of the enemy during the campaign 
was greater than I represented, and they have 
developed additional interesting incidents; 
but they point to no statement which I could 
now desire to alter. I shall limit myself, there- 
fore, to the elucidation of certain particulars 
in which the wiedorn of my acts would seem 
to have been called into question by the course 
of the investigation. 

The battle of Perry ville, although but a par- 
tial, and by no means as fruitful a contest as I 
had expected, was not without important and 
gratifying results. I shall notice very briefly 
the causes which prevented it from being 
more so. 

When, on the 5th of October, Bragg's army 
proper retired from BardBtown, it was uncer- 
tain where it would unite with the force of 
Kirby Smith, though Danville wa9 the point 
where I most expected to find them, ana my 
corps were accordingly directed on Perryrille 
and Harrodsburg. When, on the night of the 
6th, I ascertained that Kirby Smith had cross- 
ed the Kentucky river atSalvisa, Harrodsburg 
or Perryrille became the most probable point 
of concentration, and the destination of the 
corps which was marching on Harrodsburg 
had to be changed to Perryrille. Information 
during tDG i tn, mat tnt? rmrmjr were imuiu^ 
tow aids Harrodsburg, inclined me to suppose, 
though not confidently, that Harrodsburg, and 
not Perryville, would be the point. Ia the 
movement on that place, the centre corps, with 
which I was, marched by a shorter and better 
read, and therefore arrived within about three 
miles of Perryrille on the evening of the 7th, 
while the other corps were expected to be still 
about seven miles in rear, on their respective 
roads to the right and left. 

Finding a sufficient force at Perryville on 
the evening of the 7th to stop our progress 
without a general engagement of the corps, it 
was presumed that the enemy had determined 
to make his stand there; and the following in- 
structions were sent to Gen. McCook: 

"Octohsb 7,v8 P. M. 

“General: The 3d corps (Gilbert’s) is with- 
in three and a half miles of Perryville, the 
cavalry being nearer— probably within two 
and a half miles. From all the information 
gained to-day, it seems probabio that the ene- 
my will resist our advance into the town. 
They are said to have a strong force in and 
near the place. There is no water here, 
and wc will get but little, if any, until we 
get it at Perryville. We expect to attack 
and carry the place to-morrow. March at 3 
o'clock precisely to-morrow morning , without 
fail, and move up till the head of your column 
gets to within about three or three and a half 
miles of Perryville; that is to sjy, until yon 
are abreast of the 3d corps. The left of this 
corps rests near Bottom’s place. Perhaps 
Capt. Williams, Jackson's cavalry, will know 
where it is. From the point of the road Gil- 
bert is now on across direct to your road is 
about two and a half or three miles. When 
the head of your column gets to the vicinity 
designated (three or three aisd a half miles 
from town), halt and form it in order of bat- 
tle, and let the rear close well up; then let the 
men rest in position and be made as oomforta- 
ble as possible, but do not permit them to scat- 
ter. Have the country on your front exam- 
ined, a reconnoissauce made, and collect all 
the information possible in regard to the ene- 
my, and the country and roads in your vicinity, 
and then report in person , as quickly as practi- 
cable, to these headquarters. If your men have 
an opportunity to get water of any kind, they 
must fill their canteens, and the officers must 
caution them particularly to use it in the 
most spariag manner. Send to the rear every 
wagon and animal which is not required with 
your column. All the usual precautions must 
be taken, and preparations made for action. 
Keep all teams back except ammunition and 
ambulances. Nothing has been heard from 
you to-day. Send orderlies by bearer to learn 
the locality of theso headquarters. The Gen- 
eral desires to see Capt. Williams, Jackson's 
cavalry, by seven o’clock in the morning at 
these headquarters. 

“Respectfully, &c., 

[Signed] “JAMES B. FRY, 

“Colonel and Chief of Staff.’’ 

Similar instructions, bnt suited to the locality 
on which he was to form’for the attack, were 
given to General Thomas, who, »3 second in 
command, was with the right corps. 

It was expected that these iastructions 
would get these two corps into position forth* 
attack by seven or eight o’clock in the morn- 
ing; whereas, in consequence of delays which 
were more or less unavoidable, the heads of 
the columns did not come up until between 
ten and eleven o’clock, and the rear division 
of the right corps did not get into position 
until about four o’clock. This rendered it im • 
probable that the attack conld be made until 
next morning; and was one of the causes 
which marred the success I confidently ex- 
pected. Afterward the lateness of the hoar at 
which I received intelligence of the condition 
of aff airs on the left, rendered it impossible to 
reap the fruit that would otherwise still have 
remained. . 

1 1 has been a matter of surprise that so se- 
vere an engagement could have taken place 
within two miles and a half of my headquar- 
ters without my knowledge. The comman- 
der of an army covering a line of six or seven 
miles loDg, interspersed with woods and hills, 
must of necessity depend on the reports of hi 9 
Generals for information of what is transpir- 
ing on different parts of the field. After the 
failure to get into position as soon as I had ex- 
pected, I no longer anticipated a battle that 
day; but a good deal of artillery firing had 
been going on between the advanced guards 
of the two armies since our arrival the 
evening before, excepting at night. The 
cause of this was well understood, and 
the greater or less rapidity of the firing at 
intervals was not a matter to attract particu- 
lar attention; especially as it was to be ex- 
pected that information of anything of serious 
import would be promptly conveyed to me. 
For that reason I received with astonishment 
the intelligence of the severe fighting that 
commenced at two o’clock. Not a musket 
shot had been heard, nor did the sound of ar- 
tillery indicate anything like a battle. This 
was probably caused by the configuration of 
the ground, which broke the sound, aud by 
the heavy wind which it appears blew from 
the right to the left during the day, though the 
latter I had not thought of until it was estab- 
lished in evidence before the Commission. Be 
that as it may, many witnesses, without ex- 
ception, have testified to the absence of all 
reason to suppose at my headquarters that a 


battle was raging, and the testimony of 
hundreds more could have been adduced to 
the same effect. 

It has been asked why, after tha battle of 
Perryville, I did r.ot immediately follow tbe en- 
emy to Harrodsburg, without waiting for Sill’s 
Division to come up. jThat the entire rebel 
army could have bpen brought to battle there 
I have no doubt. The forces were nearly equal 
on both sides — on one side nearly all veteran 
troops under perfect discipline; on the other a 
portion, the “Old Army of the Ohio,’ equally 
good, but more than one third ol the whom 
raw and undisciplined. The enemy wou.d 
have had the advantage of the strong position 
which be selected. The result of a conflict 
under such circumstances is not to be predict- 
ed I am not willing to admit that I might 
have failed; and yet no man can assert that 
tbe result ought certainly to have been other- 
wise under the cirsumstances. It was suffi- 
cient for me that I could make it reasonably 
certain by waiting for my troops to come up. 

My studies have taught me that battles are 
only to be fought for some important object; 
that success must be rendered reasonably cer- 
tain if possible— the more certain the better; 
that if the result is reasonably uncertain, bat- 
tle is only to be sought when very serious dis- 
advantage must result from a failure to fight, 
or when the advantages of a possible victory 
far outweigh tbe consequences of probable 
defeat. These rules suppose that war has a 
higher object than that of mere bloolshed; 
and military history points for study and com- 
mendation to campaigns which have been 
conducted over a large field of operations with 
important results, and without a single gener- 
al engagement. In my judgment the com- 
mander merits condemnation, who, from am- 
bition or ignorance, or a weak submission to 
the dictation of popular clamor, and without 
necessity or profit, has squandered the lives of 
his soldiers. In this connection it is proper to 
review the circumstances which should have 
weight upon the question of hastening a bat- 
tle at the particular juncture referred to. 

There is not, I venture to say, a particle of 
evidence upon the records of thi3 Commission 
which does not lead to the conclusion that the 
object and intention of the rebel Government, 
in tbe invasion of Kentucky last summer, was 
to hold possession of the State by force of 
arms, and secure it to the cause of the rebel- 
lion. The circumstances of the invasion, and 
the formidable force employed in it; the ad- 
vance of the smaller force, under Kirby Smith, 
which established depots and collected sup- 
plies, that made comparatively easy and safe 
the subsequent advance of the main force un- 
der Gen. Bragg to a point so remote from its 
original base; the further reinforcement of 
this large force by the column under Breckin- 
ridge, at the very time when, if a temporary 
raid had been the object, the main force should 
have been rapidly withdrawing instead ol re- 
inforcing; the deliberation and permanency 
with which the invading army maintained its 
position in the face of the force which was 
preparing to drive it out; the inauguration of 
a provisional State government under the au- 
thority of the Confederate government; the 
enforcement of the conscription and other 
Confederate lafrs; the avowal of the Confed- 
erate authorities; the plan of campaign 
sketched in the letter of Gen. Beauregard to 
his government; the convictions of the people 
of Kentucky from what they saw, and the as- 
surance of the rebel authorities; the constant 
and confident declarations of all persons con- 
nected with the invading force; the disappoint- 
ment and disapprobation which the whole 
Southern press expressed at the result — all go 
to show that the object of the invasion was 
permanent occupation. That object could only 
be secured by giving battle to and destroying 
or driving from the field tbe army which was 
opposed to it. 

Such a plan and determination was also 
clearly indicated by the movements of the en- 
emy after the commencement of my march 
from Louisville. If his object had been to re- 
treat without a struggle, as soon as I moved 
sgaiDst him, the force of Kirby Smith, which 
was then at various points north of the Ken- 
tucky river, would at once have moved by the 
roads consentiating at Richmond, and thence 
cn to Cumberland Gap. It wa3 for that force 
the shortest and best road, and a better route 
forsupplies than the one it pursued. The main 
force under Bragg would have moved on one 
or more of the reads which converge upon 
Glasgow, through New Haven, Lebanon, and 
other points. This line would hare given 
him the advantage of marching by several of 
the be6t roads in the State, converging at con- 
venient distances. It wonld have taken him 
through a region of country where supplies 
were comparatively abundant; it would have 
enabled him to concentrate his army at Bow- 
ing Green, and perhaps capture that place be- 
fore bo could be overtaken; or, if not, to move 
upon Murfreesboro, where he would nave rail- 
road communication with Chattanooga, and 

f ood lines of retreat to the other side of the 
ennessee river, if necessary, or the opportu- 
nity of capturing Nashville, if he should do— 
that feasible. Or, if be desired to- retreat 
through Cumberland Gap, he would go on 
iuiuu^u imutiiio tuni o nullial. Instead, 
however, of starting upon these natural line3 
of retreat toward Tennessee, Kirby Smith 
moved west, entirely off his line of retreat, 
and crossed the Kentucky river near Salvisa; 
and Bragg, after turning the angle at Perry- 
ville, moved northward, the very opposite of 
his direction of retreat. That the original ob- 
ject of this movement was to concentrate the 
whole rebel force at Harrodsburg, instead of 
Camp Dick Robinson, is evident, from the fact 
that if the latter had been the object, Kirby 
Smith would have moved directly to that 
point, over the Hickman bridge, instead of 
fording tbe river lower down to go oat of his 
way, and Bragg wonld have marched through 
Danville to the same point. Thus the circum- 
stances of the invasion indicated that there 
would be a formidable struggle for tha posses- 
sion of the State; and the movements of the 
rebel forces to meet the operations that were 
in progress against them, pointed to a great 
battle at or near Harrodsburg. 

The battle of Perryville, by every reasona- 
ble explanation, increased instead of weaken- 
ing the probability of a great battle at Har- 
rodsburg. It has been asserted that Gen. Bragg 
fought the battle of Perryville with portions 
of three divisions, only about fifteen thousand 
men. It is certain that he fought it with only 
a part of his whole force. His motive, there- 
fore, may he supposed to have been either to 
check my advance to give time to take up a 
position with his main force beyond, or else 
because he hoped to gain some advantage by 
striking the bead of my column; supposing 
I was moving on only one road, before I could 
get a superior force up to oppose him. In 
either case, he could not have expected to ac- 
complish much more than he did in this par- 
tial engagement. He was repulsed, it is true, 
but npt until night protected him from very 
serious consequences, and there was nothing 
in the result that should have decided the fate 
of so important a campaign. His loss was 
probably much less than mine, from the fact 
that the attack was made when my troops 
were in column, and to that extent nnprepared. 

That Gen. Bragg moved to Camp Dick Rob- 
inson, instead of awaiting an attack by my 
whole force, at Harrodsburg, is no evidence 
that he would not have been willing to give 
battle to the part of it which I had at Perry- 
ville. With an equal force he conld safely 
risk a battle in the strong position he conld 
have taken, and in fact did select, when the 
result would by no means be as certain there, 
against a superior force, as it wonld be in the 
still stronger position of Camp Dick Robinson, 
which had the further advantage of being a 
depot for his supplies. For these reasons, 
and on account of its inaccessibility and su- 
perior strength, neither did his withdrawal to 
Camp Dick Robinson indicate an intention to 
abandon the object of his compaign and re- 
treat precipitately from the State. These rea- 
sons justified the conclusion that the rebel 
army was to he encountered in battle, not- 
withstanding critics after the fact may answer 
that the result contradicts the conclusion; 
and they justify every reasonable precaution 
to have made tbe success of such a struggle 
certain. They affotd an interpretation to the 
movements of the army under raj command 
subsequently to the battle of Perryville. 

Pending the arrival of Gen. Sill’s division, 
the left corps, General McCook’s, laid near 
Dicksville, from which a road extends to Har- 
rodsburg; the centre, General Gilbert’s, was 
abreast of the left on the direct road from Per- 
ryville to Harrodsburg; and the right, Gen. 
Crittenden’s, was on Salt river,' about four 
miles from Danville. Cavalry was in front 
on the Harrodsburg and Danville roads. A 
goed deal of the ammunition of McCook’s 
corps, and some in the centre corps, had been 
expended in the battle of the 8th, and so much 
of the means of transportation had been re- 
quired for provisions that wagons could not 
be spared for a sufficient supply of reserve am- 
munition on starting from Louisville. This 
was hurried forward, and other matters at- 
tended to in the condition of the army which 
had resulted from the battle. These of them- 
selves would not have delayed my movements, 
though they wererimportant. 

General Sill’s division arrived on the even- 
ing of the 11th, and the army was ordered to 
move on the 12th. Strong cavalry reconnois- 
eanccs had been kept out every day, but on 
the evening of the 10th, I ordered out three 
brigades of infantry with cavalry to move on 
the 11th to discover more of the position or 
movements of the enemy. One moved beyond 
Danville toward Camp Dick Robinson; one 
on the Danville and Harrodsburg road to- 
ward the latter point; and the third, toward 
the same point on the Perryville and Har- 
rodsburg road. About daylight, an officer, 
just in from Harrodsburg, came to my tent 
and reported to me with great earnestness 
that the enemy was moving against us in force 
from Harrodsburg, distant about eight miles. 
The troops were put in position to be prepared, 
if the report should prove true, and in the 
meantime the several reeonnoissances proceed- 
ed as ordered. The one on the left discovered 
and reported the enemy apparently in force 
about two miles south of Harrodsburg early 
in the morning; but he withdrew during the 
day, and the two reeonnoissances which were 
ordered toward Harrodsburg entered that place 
in the evening, capturing some property and 
a large number of sick, wounded, and some 
other prisoners. 


It was probable that the enemy had refuel 
to Camp Dick Robinson, bnt it was reported 
that rome at least bad g me in the direction of 
the Kentucky river, and it was necessary to 
ascertain tbe fact. It would require a day to 
do thnt by reconnoissance. If the reconnoi3- 
sance were supported in force, wo should be 
prepared to tske advantage of the contingency 
c-f the enemy still being this side of Dick's 
river; and, iu any event, no time would be 
lost iti the movement to turn the position at 
Camp Dick Robinson, if it should be found! 
that the enemy had actually retired to that 
place. On the 12th, therefore, the whole army 
swupg around on Danville as a pivot— the 
right and centre on the Danville aud Har- 
rodsburg road, anddhe left near Harrodsburg 
on the Perryville and Harrodsburg road, while 
a reconnoisrance was pushed forward to gain 
the desired information. It ascertained that 
the enemy had crossed Dick’s river. 

If it should be said that these dispositions 
proved to have been unnecessary by the with- 
drawal of the enemy, it may be answered that 
tucb may be tbe case with nine out of tea of the 
disiositions that are made iu every campaign ; 
that battles occur only occasionally in the 
movements of opposing armies; but that prepar- 
ation for battle may be necessary every day. 
Without such preparation battles may bs mul- 
tiplied ; aud so in most cases are defeats to the 
Careless. 

The enemy's position in rear of Dick’s ri ver 
being, from the character of that stream, im 
pregnable in front, I moved on the 13th to 
turn it by the south. Oa the night of that 
day I heard that the enemy was retreating 
from Camp Dick Robinson toward the south, 
and I immediately ordered pursuit. The lead- 
ing division marched at twelve o’clock that 
night, and the others following in rapid suc- 
cession. Crittenden’s and McCook’s corps, 
the former leading, took the road to Stanford 
and Crab Orchard, while Gilbert's took the 
road to Lancaster and Crab Orchard. On 
both roads the enemy’s rear guards were over- 
taken tbe next day, and were pressed contin- 
ually as far as London. No general battle oc- 
curred between the two armies, though the 
enemy was foiled in his object and driven 
from the State. Anticipating a movement of 
the rebel army into Middle Tennessee, the 
Army of the Ohio moved promptly in that di- 
rection, and on the 31st of October had, under 
my orders, advanced as far as Bowling Green 
and Glasgow. It was my intention to have 
reached Murfreesboro by the 10th of Novem- 
ber. On the 30th of October I turned over the 
command to Major-General Rosecrans, in obe- 
dience to orders lrom tbe General-in-Chief. 

A careful study of the topography of central 
Kentucky shows it to be a region possessing 
remarkable strategical features for defensive 
operations, especially for a force whose line of 
retreat is toward the State of Tennessee. The 
Kentucky river, running across the State from 
east to west, with its cliffy hanks, makes a 
strong line of defence; while its some- 
what frequent fords, opposing but slight 
obstacles to the movements of an array 
when the river is low, yet easily defen- 
ded from the opposite bank, make it an ad- 
mirable line for a retreating army to take shel- 
ter behind, and a periect curtain to cover 
ulterior movements. Its advantages in this 
respect are very greatly increased by the char- 
acter and position of Dick’s river, which, 
coming from the south, empties into the Ken- 
tucky river where the latter makes a strong 
bead to the north. Dick’s river has the same 
characteristics of cliffy banks, and its fewer 
crossings make it a much stronger line of de- 
fence than the Kentucky river. 

Together these streams make the position of 
Camp Dick Robinson in the fork almost im- 
pregnable for a large army, oxcept from the 
southeast. In that case the defensive army, 
with its right flank protected by Dick River 
and its left by the broken ground to the east, 
may fall back easily and securely to the north 
side of the Kentucky, and by a short march 
either to the east or the west recross to the 
south side, and fall upon good lines of retreat; 
and these movements can only be counteract- 
ed by considerable detours, or by previous de- 
tachments, which would weaken the opposing 
army so much aSito endanger tbe main attack, 
unless the army is very greatly superior in 
strength. On the north side of the Kentucky 
river the country is traversable by good roads 
between the Lexington and Richmond road, 
and any of the roads crossing the river lower 
down ; but on the south side the country bor- 
dering the river between the mouth of Dick's 
river and the Lexington and Richmond road 
is destitute of practicable roads parallel with 
the river. Besides the advantages already al- 
luded to, the whole of that region of country 
•hounds in strong positions commanding the 
only water for an army within several miles; 
so that the attacking force is forced to fight 
under all the disadvauUgea of exhaustion for 
the want of it, as was the case at Perrytille. 

These details make it easy to answer the 
theories that have been advanced for the an- 
nihilation or enntnro of tba nnlin* -oK.l 
umier ueneral Bragg. One of those theories 
assumes that that army might have been de- 
stroyed in crossing Dick’s river. 

A defile, it it does not retard the march ma- 
terially, is always a benefit to a retreating 
army; and the line of Dick's river i3 admira- 
bly adapted tc such an object. It is only ne- 
cessary for the retreating army to make de- 
monstrations of battle with a strong rear 
guard, which will require corresponding pre- 
parations and delay on the part of the pur- 
suer. In the meantime, itthrows its artillery 
across rapidly to take positions to sweep the 
opposite bank, and under such protection the 
remainder of the retiring army crosses with 
Safety. 

Great 3tress has been laid on the importance 
of Danville to cut off the retreat of the rebel 
army from Perryville. My right re3tel after 
tbe battle within four or five miles of Dan- 
ville, and my cavalry watched and went be- 
yond that place. Danville controlled no line 
of retreat for the enemy, except through that 
point and thence on toward Somerset or Co- 
lumbia. That was as well covered by being 
four or five miles from Danville, with a per- 
fectly open and unobstructed country between, 
as it would have been at Danville itself; and 
the enemy did not attempt to use it at all. 
Danville is eight miles at the nearest point 
from the road going from Camp Dick Robin- 
son to Cnmberland Gap, and the strong line 
of Dick's river between prevents Danville 
from having any commaud of that road. 

The first point at which the enemy’s retreat 
on the Cumberland Gap road could be inter- 
cepted is Lancaster, ten miles from Danville. If 
the Army of the Ohio moved to Lancaster in 
force, in advance of the rebel army, it threw 
its commnnications into the hands of tho ene- 
my; if, before beingasenred that the enemy had 
crossed Dick’s river, it divided its force over 
the twenty miles from Perryville to Lancas- 
ter to protect its communications and intercept 
the retreat of the enemy through Lancaster, 
it rendered itself liable to be beaten in detail 
and if, after being assured that the enemy hat, 
crossed Dick’s river, it left small detachments 
sufficient to guard the passes over that river, 
and then moved with the main body on Lan- 
caster, there is no reason why the enemy 
should not have been able to hold it in check 
on the line of Dick’s river long enough to se 
cure his line through Lancaster if he was de- 
termined to retreat. 

An army on ordinary marches, continued 
for many daySj will average about two miles 
an hour; but in a forced march for twenty, 
and at least for ten miles, it can average three 
miles an hour. If the rebel army had sixty 
thousand men, with artillery, and fifteen hun- 
dred wagons for baggage, supplies, tc., it 
would, in marching, occupy thirty-nine miles 
along the road in one column, or nineteen and 
a half miles each in two columns. It would 
therefere require six hours and a half to clear 
its camp on two roads; the whole of it will 
have arrived at or passed a point twenty miles 
distant in fourteen hour3, or a point ten miles 
distant in ten hours. Thus the rebel army, 
moving from Camp Dick Robinson in two 
columns, wonld clear its camp in six hours 
and a half, and arrive at Lancaster, ten miles 
distant, in ten hours; or, if it continued on 
without stopping, would arrive at Crab Or- 
chard, twenty miles distant, in fourteen hours. 

It appears that the retreating army actually 
marched in three columns, from its camp at 
Dick Robinson, the country along its route 
being open and practicable. From Lancaster 
it took two roads, the one to the left going by 
the way of Lowell, and coming into the Cum- 
berland Gap road at Big Hill, and the other 
goiDg through Crab Orchard, Mount Vernon, 
end London. The latter is intersected at Crab 
Orchard, twenty miles from Dinviile, by ths 
road from Danville through Stanford. The 
reasons which would render it injudicious 
to expose my communications and leave open 
a better line of retreat to the enemy, by anti- 
cipating his possible retreat through Lancas- 
ter, apply with greater force to Crab Orchard. 
If the rebel army would retreat without ac- 
cepting battle, the topography of the country 
made it entirely possible for it to do so. Being 
once established on its line of retreat beyond 
any point where it could by any possibility ba 
intercepted, the rebel array nude good its re- 
treat, as other armies have done in this and 
other wars, under less favorable circum- 
stances. 

Theft are few circumstances under which a 
disciplined and well managed army can be 
forced to a general battle against its will; 
though the occasions are multiplied, if the 
opposing army has a greatly superior force of 
good cavalry, or is so greatly superior iu 
strength that it can divide its force with rea- 
sonable prospects of success to each fraction. 
A disciplined army, moving on its line of com- 
munication, can always retreat more rapidly 
than it can be pursued. It meets or overtakes 
its supplies on the road, or finds them at tem- 
porary depots previously established, or it 
collects them from the country as much as 
possible on its line of march. The pursuing 
army, on the other hand, finds the country 
stripped; it has nothing in advance to rely on; 
it must carry everything along, with the hin- 
drance of enormous trains; and the difficul- 
ties are increased with every day’s march. 
The retreating army prepares a front of re- 
sistance more rapidly than the pursuer can 
prepare a front for attack. The strong posi- 
tions are reconnoitred in advauee, on which 
the requisite force forms as rapidly as on a 
drill ground; while the pursuer, ignorant of 
the ground, and of the force that awaits him, 


must inform himself of both in order to de- 
velop a corresponding force, or else find the 
hood of his column beaten back. In the 
meantime the main body of the retiring army 
has gained some hours march ; the rear guard 
watches the enemy's preparation, awaits his 
attack and repulses it if it is made injudi- 
ciously or with insufficient force; or else, at 
dork, resumes its march to repeat the same op- 
eration w henever it is necessary and the occa- 
sion is favorable. A single tree felled judi- 
ciously across the road will delay the pursuer 
perhaps fifteen minutes; four of them at in- 
tervals will delay him an hour; and thus the 
distance between him and his adversary is in- 
creased. 

These advantages to defensive operations do 
rot exist in the some degree in all descriptions 
of connlry. They ave^articularly marked in 
a broken' and w'ooded country, where the 
movements ar.d position and strength of an 
enemy are only to be ascertained by feeling 
him, and especially where there arc no parallel 
roads by which the repealing army can be at- 
lacked in (lank. The advantages allude ! to 
moke it wise, frequently, for a commander to 
fall hack to a chosen ground when his adver- 
sary advances; and the battle of Perryville 
affords an illustration of this principle The 
rebel army was moving for concentration at 
some point which conld not be known to its 
adversary. A portion of it took advantage of 
the strong position at Perryville, commanding 
the only water within a distance of several 
miles, over which the Army of the Ohio must 
march to attack. That position afforded also 
the advantage of several line3 of retrea*. 
With these combined advantages, when it was 
discovered that a part of the rebel army was 
making a stand, it was as reasonable to expect 
to find its combined force there as at any oth- 
er point, and dispositions had to bs made ac- 
cordingly. 1 believe that a sound and unpre- 
judiced criticism will show that the movement 
of tbe Army of the Ohio was executed prompt- 
ly and judiciously ; that it arrived more simul- 
taneously and in better order than the enemy 
could have expected, considering that the 
point which he would choose for battle could 
not be foreseen; and that but for the lack of 
timely information of the condition of things 
on the afternoon of the 8th, the main portion 
of the enemy's force at Perryville would have 
been captured. 

Contests between unequal forces result some- 
times, but very rarely, from the fact that the 
inferior has no alternative but to fight or sur- 
render. In by far the greatest number of 
cases, however, the conflict results from a lack 
of ability on the part of the inferior to avail 
himself of the means of extricating his army; 
or from a eontempt for, or ignorance of, the 
strength of his adversary; or from an advan- 
tage of position which, in his opinion, will 
outweigh that of superiority of numbers, and 
a corresponding ignorance of that advantage, 
or faulty dispositions on the part of the supe- 
rior army; and these last are the cases in 
which most frequently the inferior army is 
victorious. When the armies are about equal, 
(hey manoeuvre so as to deceive and cause 
each other to make detachments, or force each 
other to battle on ground unfavorable to the 
adversary. In all these cases the object is not 
merely to give battle for the sake of fighting, 
bnt to fight for victory, or at least safety, and 
with Eueh advantages as will make success 
reasonably certain ; and the more serious the 
consequences of defeat, the greater the caution 
to be observed. Ignorance and error multiply 
battles far more than valor, and generally 
with the penalty of disaster If precaution 
end the observance of rule diminish the num- 
ber of battles, 'and sometimes miss the acci- 
dental success which folly and recklessness 
might have gained, it is nevertheless true that 
in the end they usually triumph. 

The operations of the column under the 
commaud of General G. W. Morgan at Cum- 
berland Gap have been brought before the 
Commission. Tho deposition of Colonel Ds 
Courcey, an office r under Gen. Morgan’s com- 
mand, introduced as evidence for the Govern- 
ment, alleges that after General G. W. Morgan 
commenced his advance upon Cumberland 
Gap in May last, he was suddenly arrested by 
a telegraphic despatch from me, ordering a re- 
trograde movement- and stopping all further 
proceedings on the Tennessee side against the 
Gap. 

Gen. Morgan commenced his advance against 
Cumberland Gap in pursuance of the orders 
which I gave him in March preceding, about 
the 8th of May. He had repeatedly represen- 
ted that he was operating against a superior 
force of the enemy, and on the 8th of May 
he telegraphed that the enemy had “over five 
thousand at Cumberland Gap. eight thousand 
at Big Creek Gap, with troops at Clinton and 
Knoxville. Should their force concentrate 
the enemy will outnumber us nearly three to 
cne. What is General Negloy doing?” See- 
ing no reason why I should expect him to ad- 
vance by difficult mountain roads aud defeat 
three to one of the enemy; and supposing that

adyanco as more imperative than I meant 
them to be, without regard to the force op- 
posed to him, I telegraphed him on the 9th as 
follows: “Gen. Negley is fully employed in 
Tennessee and can give you no direct assist- 
ance. The force now in Tennessee is so small 
that no operations against E 43t Tennessee can 
be attempted. You must, therefore, depend 
mainly on your own resources.” And on the 
10th I telegraphed him as follows: “Consider- 
ing your force and that opposed to von, it will 
probably not be safe for you to undertake any 
extended operations. Other operations will 
soon have an influence on your designs, and 
it is, tin re fore, better for you to run no risk at 
j resent." 

These are the despatches which caused the 
retrograde movement referred to. I leave them 
to speak for themselves, in connection with 
the despatches which elicited them. 

But, furthermore, on the same day, the 10th, 

I received a despatch from General Morgan, 
giving a rumor that the Gap was evacuated; 
to which I replied the same day: “If Cumber- 
land Gap is evacuated, you should “seize and 
bold it, and take any other advantage that may 
present itself, but not advance to a point from 
which you would have to fall back.” 

About this time General Mitchel, consider- 
ing himself in danger from an anticipated ad- 
vance upon him, was urging the necessity of 
a stronger force in Middle Tennessee, and I 
was about commencing my march from Cor- 
inth in that direction. 

Cumberland Gap was occupied on the 13th 
of June. General Morgan had about seven 
thousand five hundred men. His despatches 
report the strength of the enemy opposed to 
him at not less than ten or twelve thousand; 
and I have no reason to doubt that he report- 
ed correctly. At no time did he represent 
that he was able to hold East Tennessee with 
the force he had, or the wish to attempt it, nor 
do I believe that he could have done it. It is 
true that ou the 20th he telegraphed: “My 
telegraph orders from Majer-General Buell of 
the 10th instant do not permit me to advauce 
upon Knoxville, and I will not, until further 
instructions, advance further than Tazewell;” 
and he also stated the preparation he had made 
to destroy bridges, but had countermanded in 
consequence of that despatch. He was an- 
swered on the 22d, four days after his arrival 
at the Gap, as follows: 

“It is impossible at present to send you any 
cavalry. The General has not intended his 
orders to prevent such expeditions for special 
purposes as you refer to in your despatch of 
the 20th ; on the contrary, he approves them. 
His wish is for you to make yourself secure iu 
the Gap and accomplish all the results you can 
by rapid expeditions; but not to attempt a de- 
liberate advance on Knoxville, as long as it 
scem9 probable that yon would not be able to 
maintain your position there. The General 
wishes to make no actual advance which he 
cannot maintain. It brings oar friends among 
ibe people into trouble, aud is injurious other- 
wise to our interests. “JAS. B. FRY, 

“Chief of Staff.” 

I have no doubt that Gen. Morgan acted 
wisely, and that he had not force enough to 
attack the enemy in force. He certainly was 
not restrained from doing anything that duty 
and honor demanded. 

The policy which I observed toward the peo- 
ple of the territory occupied by my army has 
been vehemently and bitterly assailed by a 
portion of the press; but I believe that reason 
and justice will sustain it on every score, 
whether of expediency or humanity. I a en- 
tering on my command, it was with an earnest 
willingness to devote my life to the object of 
restoring the Union, and I nevor doubted as to 
the course my duty required me to pursue. It 
was to defeat the rebels iu arm3 whenever I 
couid; and to respect ths Constitution and 
laws, and the rights of the people under them, 
as far as was possible, consistently with a 
state of things which rendered military suc- 
cess a matter of primary importance for the 
restoration of the authority of the Govern- 
ment. This has been my rule of action from 
first to last. I did not undertake to punish 
men for opinion’s sake, or even for past acts; 
for Congress had prescribed the penalty for 
their offences, and the mode of proceeding 
against them. Men in arms I treated as ene- 
mies; pereon9 not in arms I treated as citizens 
of the United States; but I allowed no man to 
preach or act treason after the progress of my 
army had brought him again under the pro- 
tection, as well as the authority, of the Gov- 
ernment. 

1 have, when necessary, given protection to 
the persons and property of peaceable citizens; 
and this I have done both to preserve the dis- 
cipline of my troops, and out of respect for 
the just rights of the people under the laws of 
war, if not under the civil law. When the 
public interest baa required the use of private 
property for public purposes, I have so used 
it, allowing just compensation for it as far as 
practicable; and this I did not only on the 
ground of justice, bnt as a measure of military 
expediency ; for it enabled me to secure for 
my army necessaries, which otherwise would 
have been concealed or destroyed. 

The bearing of this question on the siiccess 
of my military operations is something which 
I was bound to weigh well. It is recognized 
as one of great importance to the success of 
an invading army. Wars of invasion, always 
difficult, become tenfold so when the people 
of the invaded territory take au active part 
against the invading army. A system of 
plunder and outrage in such cases will pro- 
duce the game effect of hatred and revenge 
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that such treatment does under other circum- 
stances among men; and the embarrassments 
resulting from them to the invading army bs- 
come of the most serious nature. 

These considerations are of such importance 
to success that there is no exception to the 
rule of securing the neutrality, if not the 
friendship, of the population as much as pos- 
able, by just and kind treatment; and then — 
having given no good cause for hostility — :o 
treat with kindness those who behave well, 
and with severity those who misbehave. 

Some months ago a statement appeared in 
the newspapers, on the reported authority of 
Governor Andrew Johnson, that I ha l only 
been jrt vented by his resolute expostulations 
from abandoning Nashville when I moved 
north with my army in September last. He 
has since made the same assertion in a deposi- 
tion. Whenever I have spoken on this sub- 
ject I have denounced the statement as false; 
and I now repeat that denunciation. 1 am 
very willing to bear the responsibility of ray 
own acts or intentions; and it gives me sin- 
cere pleasure at all times to acknowlelge any 
assistance 1 may receive from others e’ther in 
counsel or action. If I had detwmined to 
abandon Nashville it would have been up in 
mj best judgment, and I should cheerfully 
have submitted to a verdict on tho wisdom of 
my course. I assert that I never intimated to 
Governor Johnson an intention or wish to 
leave Nashville without a garrison; that there 
was no discussion between us pro and con on 
the subject, an 1 that the determination to hold 
the place vra8 my own, uninfluenced by him 
in any manner. I had not t*at confidence in 
his judgment or that distrust of my own 
which would have induced me to seek his 
counsel. On account of his official position I 
called on him first to iaform him what I 
meant to do, and last to tell him what garri- 
son I hod concluded to leave. On both occa- 
sions, as far as my plans were concerned, I 
was the speaker and ne the listener. My offi- 
cers were hr more likely to know my views 
than be; and they have stated that I said 
always that the political importance of the oc- 
cupation far outweighed any purely military 
tearing of the question, and that I should hold 
the city.
